TOWN WARRANT 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the County of Grafton in said 
State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town House in said 
Orange on Tuesday, the 14th day of March, 1978 at FOUR O’CLOCK in 
the afternoon to act upon the following subjects. The polls to remain open 
until nine p.m. 


ARTICLE 1: to choose by ballot and plurality vote, a Town Clerk, a 
Town Treasurer, one Selectman for Three years, a Tax Collector, a Road 
Agent, a Constable, a Trustee of Trust Funds for one year, one Cemetery 
Agent, one Overseer of Public Welfare, two Auditors, and all other 
officers that the Town may judge necessary. And then, beginning at 
SEVEN O’CLOCK in the evening to vote on the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes to pay necessary Town charges. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will reallocate the remaining Revenue 
Sharing funds to the newly established Highway Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town wiil vote to accept the budget submitted 
by the Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


ARTICLES: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of three per- 
cent on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date of the bill. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of 
taxes and to authorize the tax collector to accept payments in prepayment 
of taxes in accordance with the provisions of N.H.R.S. 80:52-2. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and 
the Deeding Agent to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired 
through the Tax Collector’s Deed in the Town. 


ARTICLE 8: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other officers 
heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 9: To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting not included in the warrant. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to establish an Historical 
Commission for the purposes of continuing to collect, display and preserve 
all items of historical significance to the Town of Orange. Said committee 
to be composed of three persons appointed by the Moderator; one 
member to serve for three years, one member to serve for two years, and 
one member to serve for one year. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
necessary funds to replace the wood-burning stove in the library with a 
gas heater in order to provide a safe source of heat so that the newly reno- 
vated library and museum can be used throughout the year. And further, 


to authorize the Selectmen to sell the present wood-burning stove to the 
highest bidder through the customary procedure of publicly advertising 
for the submission of sealed bids. Proceeds of the sale to be used toward 
the purchase of the new gas heater. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to authorize and empower the 
Town Planning Board to approve or disapprove, in its discretion, subdivi- 
sions and plots thereof, showing streets or the widening thereof, or parks, 
according to regulations governing the subdivisions of land within its 
jurisdiction which the Planning Board shall adopt pursuant to RSA 
Chapter 36, Sections: 21, 21-a and 22 and to make it the duty of the Town 
Clerk to file with the Grafton County Registry of Deeds a Certificate or 
notice showing that the said Planning Board has been so authorized, 
giving the date of such authorization. If the article is adopted, it shall 
further be the duty of the Town Clerk to issue all certificates of failure 
when the Town Planning Board shall fail to take action, all pursuant to 
New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 36, Sections 19-29 
inclusive and Section 34. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the town will authorize the use of the new 
Expanded Elderly Exemption in place of the current Standard Elderly 
Exemption. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will authorize the sale of the old library 
books presently stored in the Town House shed and recommended for dis- 
card by the New Hampshire State Library consultant. The book sale would 
be organized to insure that residents and taxpayers of Orange would be 
given first choice on purchases, and later the remaining books would be 
made available for sale to the general public. Proceeds of the book sale to 
be turned over to the librarian for the purchase of new books. 


WARRANT 15: The polls shall not close earlier than nine o’clock in the 
evening.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND 
TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state and town/city 
responsibility (RSA 224). 

The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State Forester) appoints a 
forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire wardens in each town/ 
city upon the recommendation of local authorities. 

The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest fire prevention and 
suppression activities in his town. He regulates the kindling of outside 
fires when the ground is not covered with snow by the issuance of written 
permits only when conditions are safe. He is responsible for suppression 
with the town/city and state sharing the cost. Suppression costs in excess 
of ‘4 of 1% of the assessed valuation of the town are assumed by the state. 

The state provides training for the local fire organization and helps 
coordinate activities between towns/cities. The state also supports local 
forces with backup personnel, equipment, and supplies for suppression 
and prevention. 

This combination of state and local cooperation, started in 1893, works 
well, for New Hampshire has enjoyed one of the smallest acreage losses 
due to forest fires in the United States for the past 25 years.

MASCOMA AREA HEALTH COUNCIL - 1977 


The Health Council is entering its ninth year of service to the towns in 
the Mascoma area. In 1977 the office was moved from the high school to 
Whitney Hall in Enfield. The telephone number remains the same: 
632-7234. 

The existence of the Mascoma Area Health Council continues to attract 
state funds for the free children’s health and dental programs, as well as 
assistance with adult health screenings. Eighty(80) Mascoma children 
were given vision and hearing tests before entering the Canaan and 
Enfield elementary schools in the fall. Federal assistance is often available 
to Orange people for nursing, physical therapy, and home health aide 
services provided in the home. All programs are available to anyone in 
Orange regardless of their ability to pay.
